It has been something of a shock to

although the lesser trade of France made 
it less generally noticeable. 


Note Sent to Page. 

‘Meantime the note of protest has gone 
to Ambassador Page, for presentation to 
the British foreign office. Announce- 
ment was made this morning by Acting 
Secretary of State Polk, who declined to 
say what the note contained and re- 
marked that the text will be made pub- 
lic in a few days when it is certain the 
note has reached the British government. 
It is understood, however, that the 
United States has made a disappointed 
reference to the British contention that 
the allies are the champions of inter- 
national law.

Board Is N onpartisan. 


In accordance with the provision of 
the act the board is to be nonpartisan 
in character. Messrs. Lobdell and Smith 
are Republicans and Norris and Quick 
Democrats. The indications are that 
there will be little opposition to the ap- 
poilntments, the president having avoided 
the possibility of a ‘fight such as oc- 
gufred in the case of the federal trade 
commission by choosing Republicans, 
rather than Progressives, who are likely 
to meet the approval of the senate mi- 
nority. | 

Mr. Lobdell is a conservative Repub- 
ean and Capt. Smith will probably have 
the support of the Iowa senators, al- 
though he also is a conservative. 


Meetings at State Capitals. 

As soon as the board is organized it 
will, if the suggestion of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, who is chairman ex-officio, is 
earried out, hold hearings at the state 
capitals throughout the country for the 
purpose of obtaining information for 
their guidance in dividing the country 
into twelve farm loan districts and des- 
ignating the cities where the farm loan 
banks are to be established.

No loan may exceed fifty per cent 
of the value of the land mortgaged and 
twenty per cent of the value of permanent 
fmprovements, nor be —

ASKS INDIGNANT CITIZEN. 


Letter to “Tribune” ‘Urges Opening 
of Structure Early Before Mant 
of Day Sets In. 

Is the municipal pier to 1 096 to the 
public until 8 0 ‘clock of mornings? 

This question was propounded last eve- 
ning in a letter to THs Trisune from 
Sherwood Anderson of the Taylor-Critch- 
field-Clague company. Me. Anderton 
says: 

"On these hot mornings I and a good 
many other people on the north side have 
been going out early to sit on the chairs 
at the further end of the Municipal p'er. 
It ie too hot to sleep and it is somewhat 
cool out there. 

“This morning when I went out I found 
several policemen lounging about, but 
they. told me that Superintendent Krause 
had issued an order that no one cou.d go 
on the pier until 8 o’cloek in the morn- 
ing. In other words, not until the heat 
of the day really sets in. 

“ Policeman on duty told me that tere

Mr. Hatch, who is second vice presi- 
dent and one of the principal men in the 
Orange institution, is convalescing from 
a recent operation for eppendicitis. As 
soon as he is able to undergo the ordeal 
he will be arraigned, poesibly tomorrow. 

Thomas S. Byrne, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Mutual Trust company, was 
arraigned in Newark today and held in 
$25,000 bail, which wasfurnished. Byrne 
confessed he has issued the certificates of 
deposit at the earnest solicitation of 
Hatch after a discussion at the bank 
which lasted until half past 11 at night. 


Colle, admitted today that what Byrne 
said was true. ° 
2,500 Depositors Worry. 
Twenty-five hundred depositors in the 
Mutual Trust company have been on 
the anxious seat since last Monday, 
when George M. La Monte, commis- 
sioner of banking for New Jersey, took 
charge of the concern and closed its 
doors. The prosecuting authorities in- 
dicate that the whole story of the over- 
certification of $340,000 was probably 
covered in the statement which Byrne 
made. If Hatch has succeeded in turn- 
ing all of the certificates into cash the 
claims against the Mutual Trust com- 
pany in connection with the transaction 
will total $340,000. Friends of Hatch, 
regardless of the criminal prosecution 
which has been instituted, declare that 
he will make every effort to guard the 
trust company against financial loss.
